Well-known 
horticulturists from all over the state will 
be present. 

The growing of dahlias is becoming more 
and more important commercially, the flow- 
ers become more splendid in color and form, 
and the types are more interestingly varied. 
The amateur’s interest in this striking 
flower has increased to an extraordinary de- 
gree, and California amateurs are highly 


expert. Last year’s show was one of unusual 


beauty; this year’s from all indications, will 

it. The greai Biltmore ballroem will 
be entirely given over to commercial exhib 
its. The baskets promise to be more numer- 
ous than ever, and baskets of dahlias are a 
joy to the eyes. 

Because Californians and the visitors here — 
are genuinely interested in the flower and 
like to know what the growers are driving 
at, there will also be an educational exhibit; 
the different types will show just when a 
dahlia becomes a colossal and not a show 
dahlia, when is a pompon not a pompon. 
George V. Warren, it is to be hoped, wil! be 
on hand to expound. Then, too, collections 
of dahlias are to be grouped in tiers on the 
same table so that comparison will be easier 
both for general public and the jadges— 
whose job is no sinecure.
